Out with a boom 

Franz Ferdinand, Billy Talent among draws at festival

With plans to corral 10,000 
screaming fans with nine 
bands in one day this 
weekend, the folks at Son¬ 
ic 102.9 are going out with 
a boom. 

The anticipated Sonic 
Boom festival will take 
over Northlands Park on 
Saturday, in an event pre¬ 
dicted to change the face 
of the Festival City scene. 

“It’s going to be a fall 
day of modern rock in Ed¬ 
monton — it’s one thing 
that’s missing from the fes¬ 
tival landscape in this 
city,” said organizer Dave 
Johnston. 


The event kicks off at the 
south end of Northlands’ 
grounds at noon with lo¬ 
cals, The Wet Secrets. 

Headlined by Billy Tal¬ 
ent, the lineup boasts acts 
like Girl Talk, Metric, 
Franz Ferdinand and Alex¬ 
isonfire. 

“It’s going to be cool — 
we’re good pals with Billy 
Talent, so we’re excited to 
fly out to Edmonton to 
play with them,” Alexison¬ 
fire guitarist Dallas Green 
told Metro. “There’s some¬ 
thing about playing for a 
ton of people who have 
been standing outside go¬ 
ing nuts listening to music 
all day — it’s a completely 
different animal than your 
own show.” 


MC Jason Mewes (of Jay 
and Silent Bob fame) will 
narrate the day’s events, 
which include local ama¬ 
teur wrestling and band 
meet-and-greets. 

Johnston says though 
the weather is expected to 
cooperate, ticket holders 
should view the festival’s 
website (sonicboomfesti- 
val.ca) to check which 
weather-ready items to 
bring. 

The event is expected to 
go annual, Johnston said, 


as overwhelming anticipa¬ 
tion chatter from both in¬ 
vited bands and frenzied 
fans has foreshadowed its 
future. 

“Summer is the time to 
get out and enjoy festi¬ 
vals,” Green said. “People 
better be ready to run 
around and have as much 
fun as we’re having on 
stage.”

dor will travel from Mill 
Woods north through 75 
Street, and Connors Rd. to 
downtown. The two corri¬ 
dors will link into one 
complete line. 

One major difference in 
the new routes from the 
current LRT system is that 
this will be a surface, 
street-level LRT system. 

“This is more urban, 
low-floored, and fits into 
the neighbourhoods and 
roadways with smaller 
scale stations,” said Bob 
Boutilier, general manager 
of transportation. “It’s tru¬ 
ly a system that you can fit 
within existing neighbour¬ 
hoods and use as a tool to 
promote redevelopment 
in other areas.” 

In order to make the LRT 
street-level, some four- 
lane roads will be reduced 
to two-lane roads with 
one-way traffic going in ei¬ 
ther direction. 

Some current bus routes 
will also be removed once 
the LRT is finally put in 
place.

Alberta Greyhound passen¬ 
gers are anxiously waiting 
after Greyhound Canada an¬ 
nounced they will be re¬ 
viewing routes in Alberta af¬ 
ter making cuts to services 
in other provinces. 

Glenda Lamont, a 
spokesperson for Grey¬ 
hound, told Metro while the 
transportation organization 
will be reviewing routes in 
the province, she said it’s 
too early to tell where the 
impact would be felt. 

“There has been no deci¬ 
sions made yet, you have to 
understand this has been a 
very difficult decision for us. 
We just can’t keep support¬ 
ing unprofitable routes,” La¬ 
mont said. Her comments 
come after Greyhound an¬ 


nounced cutting services in 
Manitoba in 30 days and in 
northwestern Ontario by 
Dec.2. Besides Alberta, they 
are also reviewing BC, Sasic, 
the Yukon and the North¬ 
west Territories. 

In Edmonton, Jesse 
House, a kidney transplant 
patient, said he uses the bus 
to get to medical appoint¬ 
ments from Grande Prairie, 
Alta. 

He pays $79 for the bus 
trip, but a plane ride would 
cost almost $500. 

“The bus is the only af¬ 
fordable way for me to 
come for my medical ap¬ 
pointments. I can't drive be¬ 
cause of my condition.” 

The bus line is asking the 
federal government for fi¬ 
nancial assistance.

The Steve and Jack show? 

Layton leads Harper in dance around looming election 


Stephen Harper and Jack 
Layton took the first steps 
Thursday in a political tan¬ 
go that could decide if the 
country is headed for a fall 
election. 

The prime minister and 
the NDP leader both said 
they want Parliament to 
work. But each looked to 
the other to take the lead. 

Layton said it’s up to 
Harper to “reach out” to 
the opposition if he wants 
to save his minority gov¬ 
ernment and avoid an elec¬ 
tion. And he said Harper 
can’t behave as if he has a 
majority. 

“The ball is entirely in 
Stephen Harper’s court,” 
Layton said in Halifax. 

The NDP has prided it¬ 
self on consistently voting 
against the government 


and has mocked the Liber¬ 
als for propping it up. 

But New Democrats have 
been more conciliatory 
since Liberal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff declared 
he will try to bring down 
the government after Par¬ 
liament resumes Sept. 14. 
With the Liberals on the 
warpath, the Tories will 
need the support of the 
NDP or Bloc Quebecois. 

Layton said Harper 
knows the proposals the 
NDP has put before the 
House of Commons and 
wants him to move on 
NDP motions to extend El 
benefits, protect pensions, 
and regulate credit card 
rates. Layton said the NDP 
is ready to fight an election 
if Harper doesn’t compro¬ 
mise. THE CANADIAN PRESS

politics Canada’s ethics 
commissioner fined De¬ 
fence Minister Peter MacK- 
ay $200 on Thursday for 
failing to disclose his in¬ 
volvement as a director 
and officer of two compa¬ 
nies owned by his father. 

MacKay resigned from 
his positions with Beaver 
Lumber Co. Ltd. and Lome 
Resources Co. Ltd., earlier 
this week after the office 
of the ethics commission¬ 
er contacted him about his 
involvement in those com¬ 


panies. 

In a letter sent Thursday 
to MacKay, ethics commis¬ 
sioner Mary Dawson levied 
a $200 penalty for what 
she said was a “serious 
contravention” of the Con¬ 
flict of Interest Act. 

The act forbids cabinet 
ministers from serving as 
a director or officer in a 
corporation. 

In an interview, MacKay 
said the mistake was inad¬ 
vertent.

Woman, suspected 
terrorist named to 
Iran’s new cabinet 

Tehran Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad re¬ 
ceived a broad mandate 
Thursday as parliament 
backed his main cabinet 
choices — naming the first 
woman minister since the 
1979 Islamic Revolution 
and supporting a suspected 
mastermind in the bomb¬ 
ing of an Argentine Jewish 
centre that killed 85 
people. New defence minis¬ 
ter Ahmad Vahidi is wanted 
for involvement in the 
1994 bombing in Buenos 
Aires. Differences were ap¬ 
parent in the vote over 
three women who 
Ahmadinejad proposed. 
Lawmakers approved 
Marzieh Vahid Dastjerdi as 
health minister but reject¬ 
ed his female nominees to 
head the education and 
welfare ministries.

Neighbours mopped 
blood from the sidewalk 
outside a drug rehabilita¬ 
tion centre Thursday, 
cleaning up the carnage 
after gunmen lined up pa¬ 
tients against a wall then 
riddled them with bullets, 
killing 18. 

It was the third attack on 
a drug treatment centre in 
Ciudad Juarez. Chihuahua 
state authorities said Thurs¬ 
day they were investigating 
reports that the centres 
have turned into hideouts 
for drug smugglers being 
sought by police and hit 
men from rival gangs. 

Public Safety Secretaiy 
Genaro Garcia Luna, Mexi¬ 
co’s top law enforcement of¬ 
ficial, said rehab clinics 
were also being used as re¬ 
cruiting and training cen¬ 
tres by drug cartels. He told 
The Associated Press in an 
exclusive interview that a

recently detained drug sus¬ 
pect belonging to the La Fa- 
milia cartel oversaw various 
private, non-profit drug re¬ 
hab centres across western 
Michoacan state. The sus¬ 
pect, Rafael Cedeno, 
claimed to have trained 
9,000 recruits for the cartel 
in 2008. 

Bloody footprints tracked 
from the door of the hum¬ 
ble cinderbloclc Aliviane 
centre remained on Thurs¬ 
day, as federal police and 
soldiers stood guard. 

At 7:15 p.m. Wednesday, 
about eight gunmen broke 
down a door at the centre, 


lined their victims against a 
wall and shot them dead, 
authorities said. Police said 
one man died Thursday and 
another remained hospital¬ 
ized. 

Little information about 
the victims was available. 
Sobbing mothers and wives 
gathered outside the prose¬ 
cutors’ offices to demand 
answers and find out 


whether their loved ones 
were among the dead. 

Elisabeth Quintero, 32, 
said she lost her son, 16; her 
younger brother, 28; and 
her cousin, 21. 

The city is home to the 
Juarez cartel, which has 
been fighting other drug

HONDURAS The Obama admin¬ 
istration on Thursday cut all 
non-humanitarian aid to Hon¬ 
duras over the ouster of Presi¬ 
dent Manuel Zelaya, making 
permanent a temporary 
suspension of U.S. aid imposed 
after he was deposed in June. 
U.S. State Department 
spokesman Ian Kelly did not say 
how much assistance would be 
cut but officials have said previ¬ 
ously that more than $200 mil¬ 
lion US is at stake. 

OOPS Dutch police who 
mowed down what they 
thought were illicit marijuana 
plants were red-faced Thursday 
when it emerged they'd ruined 
a research group's giant, 
officially sanctioned field of 
harmless hemp. Police proudly 
announced Wednesday that 
they'd found more than 47,000 
cannabis plants. They mowed 
down half the plants only to be 
informed they were the proper¬ 
ty of Wageningen University, a 
respected agricultural school.

Think-tank projects shrinkage

BANK The chief executive of 
Canadian Western Bank says 
lower commodity prices have 
left the bank feeling cautious 
about its short-term outlook 
for the economy in Western 
Canada, even though profits 
rose nine per cent in the lat¬ 
est quarter.

An international 
economic think-tank is 
declaring Canada is still 
in recession, an 
assessment that is at 
odds with the Bank of 
Canada and most private 
sector analysts. 

The Paris-based Organi¬ 
zation for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Develop¬ 
ment says Canada’s econo¬ 
my will continue to shrink 
in the current quarter at a 
rate of two per cent, in 
contrast with the Bank of 
Canada’s contention that 
the recession has ended. 

In July, the central bank 
predicted the current 
quarter will see a 1.3 per 
cent growth. 


“I don't know too many 
people who think that 
(the OECD forecast),” said 
Avery Shenfeld, the chief 
economist with CIBC 
World Markets. 

“It doesn’t sound cur¬ 
rent with the data,” point¬ 
ing out that Statistics 
Canada said last week the 
Canadian economy began 
growing, although only a 
smidgen, as early as June. 

The OECD projection is 
also far more gloomy 
about Canada in the 
fourth quarter, putting 
growth at a minuscule 0.4 
per cent, compared to the 
Bank of Canada’s three 
per cent growth projec¬ 
tion.

But forget the food, drink 


and other indulgences. 
What truly astounds me is 
how OLG’s free-spending 
management has been get¬ 
ting away with such sketchy 
financial re¬ 
porting. Based 
on the avail¬ 
able financial 
evidence — 
and if you visit 
the OLG web¬ 
site, you’ll see 
it’s scant — 
OLG might 
not be an op¬ 
eration you 


would want to invest in. The 
one annual report posted on 
the site is for the pre-reces¬ 
sion year ended March 31, 
2007, and it shows OLG with 
net income of $1.67 billion 
on revenues of $6 billion. 
That’s obviously a good mar¬ 
gin, yet it was nearly six per 
cent less than OLG earned 
the previous year. Unlike 
most corporate annual re¬ 
ports, OLG provides no five- 
or 10-year comparisons, so 


we don’t know whether rev¬ 
enues and earnings are 
growing or shrinking. 

The site does, however, 
have quarterly reports 
showing five years of unau¬ 
dited revenue figures for re¬ 
sort casinos and OLG casi¬ 
nos and slots ending with 
the 2008 fiscal year. Rev¬ 
enues in these categories, 
which normally provide 
more than 55 per cent of 
net income, are running 
three per cent lower than 
they were five years ago. As 
for the lotteiy and bingo 
revenues that generate the 
remaining profits, OLG tells 
us nothing, although a re¬ 
cent Statistics Canada study 
noted these activities lev¬ 
elled off in 2005 and actual¬ 
ly dropped in 2008. 

I’ll give you odds they 
haven’t improved since 
then.

The recent firing of 
NHLPA boss Paul Kelly is

Have we worried to any 
great extent about work 
stoppages or franchise 
losses in the heartland 
Canadian cities of the 
NHL like Edmonton, Cal¬ 
gary, Ottawa or Montreal? 


The answer is no. 

Instead we’ve witnessed 
the ripening of stars like 
Sidney Crosby and Alex 
Ovechkin and seen the 
continued maturing of 
the NHL where all teams 
have the prospect of suc¬ 
ceeding because they 
have similar ambitions to 
have the best players on 
side. 

If hockey goes back to 
the union hard liners, as 
the dismissal of the mod¬ 
erate Kelly foreshadows, 
the game at its highest 
level will surely return to 
a dark era in which the 
“big market” clubs 
have all the clout 
and the “have-not” 
cities merely tread 
water. 

Nobody wants 
this — not while 
the lost season of 
2004-05 is still fresh 
in most fans’ recol¬ 
lection. 

Hockey has enough to 
deal with in this day of 
fragmentation and enter¬ 
tainment abundance. It 
does not need a renais¬ 
sance of worker-manage¬ 
ment trash talk that will 
definitely cause a further 
distraction from the beau-

The film trades in cheese¬ 
cake imageiy, ripe melodra¬

review Awkward behaviour 
is a comedy staple. Create a 
character who says the 
wrong thing at the wrong 
time and you’ve got yourself 
some chuckles.

It’s perfectly fine if a 
character annoys eveiyone 
onscreen, but once the au¬ 
dience is annoyed you’ve 
got problems. Unfortunate¬ 
ly the protagonist of All 
About Steve would irritate 
anyone with a pulse. 

Sandra Bullock stars as a 
crossword writer who 
can’t keep herself from 
spitting out every obscure 
fact that pops into her 
head. By the time the film 
ends we’re expected to em¬ 


brace her foibles, but sadly 
she’s just too obnoxious 
and one note for that to 
ever be possible. 

Part of the problem is 
that the movie loses focus 
early on. The film starts 
with Bullock being set up 
on a date with pretty boy 
Hangover star Bradley 
Cooper, who is immediate¬ 
ly put off by her. However, 
Bullock is undeterred and 
starts following Cooper’s 
news team around the 
country. 

It certainly doesn’t help 
that 30 minutes in she gets

Animation takes a dark turn in Elijah Wood film

At next year’s Comic-Con, 
if you see someone who’s 
a little short to be a 
stormtrooper, chances are 
it won’t be Elijah Wood. 

Though the instantly rec¬ 
ognizable Lord of the Rings 
star acknowledges he’d 
need a disguise to be able 
to walk the floor of the San 
Diego Convention Center 
without getting mobbed, 
he’s looking for something 
a little less bulky. 

“A stormtrooper would 
be rad, but it would be re¬ 
ally hot. It may not be veiy 
enjoyable,” Wood admits. 
“Maybe just a burglar or 
something. Something re¬ 
ally basic so that I could 
hide my face.” 

When Wood stopped by 
Comic-Con in July to pro¬ 
mote his new animated 
film, 9, he didn’t get much 
opportunity to check out 


the scene — costume or no 
costume. 

“After a full day of press, 
the last place I wanted to 
go is back to the Conven¬ 
tion Center,” he says. 
“What I’d like to do is go 
on a year that I’m not 


working at the festival.” 
He’d better start planning 
his costume now, then. 

In 9, Wood voices the lat¬ 
est of nine stitched dolls 
come to life that are all 
that’s left of humanity in a 
post-apocalyptic world. 


Though it’s not Wood’s first 
foray into animation, the 
film is a far cry from his last 
project, Happy Feet. And 
that’s just fine with 
him. 

“I’m always 
just simply 
looking for 
something 
that is dif¬ 
ferent from 
anything I’ve 
done. Both as 
an actor, to continue 
to challenge myself, but al¬ 
so in terms of stoiytelling 
and kinds of movies,” 
Wood says. 

He also has a soft spot 
for animation in general, 
though he regrets the stig¬ 
ma the genre has stateside. 

“It’s only in America that 
animation has been delin¬ 
eated as being only for 
kids. It’s a mentality. In 
Japan and in Europe, they 
make animated movies for 
eveiybody, to tell different 
kinds of stories.” 


More silly than satire

REVIEW With his 1999 cult- 
hit comedy Office Space, 
filmmaker Mike Judge won 
over audiences by tapping 
into the trivialities of the 
working stiff. Now, the 
man who also created TV’s 
King of the Hill is back on 
the job with Extract. 

This time, however, Judge 
has set his latest laugher at a 
small-town extract factory 
where Joel (Jason Bateman) 
manages a melange of unco¬ 
operative misfits. When an 
attractive, young grifter (Mi¬ 
la Kunis) suddenly gets 
hired on, Joel is bolstered by 
the prospect of pepping up 
his boring life with the no¬ 
tion of an affair. 

Coached by his bartend¬ 
ing bro (Ben Affleck) dur¬ 
ing one inebriated 


evening, Joel regrettably 
agrees to hire a gigolo to 
seduce his wife (SNL’s Kris¬ 
ten Wiig) in order to allevi¬ 
ate the subsequent guilt of 
his anticipated infidelity. 

Compared to Office 
Space, Extract is small on 
satire and more focused on 
silly situational comedy. In 
that sense, Judge lacks focus 
on the narrative leaving the 
audience to follow the me¬ 
andering, wandering struc¬ 
ture on their own. Lucidly 
though, Judge’s strength 
lies more in developing de¬ 
tailed characters that shine 
in satirical specificities. 

While Bateman easily fits 
into the role of stupefied 
straight man, his supporting 
cast resonates with blue-col¬ 
lar authenticity. But the 
true scene-stealer in Extract 
is comic-actor David Koech- 
ner (Anchorman) who re¬ 
markably manages to cap¬ 
ture the riotous nuances of 
that annoying suburban 
neighbour who just doesn’t 
know how to take a hint.

When their immigration papers 
came through, Baskar says his father 
and brother advised him to move 
to Canada with his wife rather than 
coming alone first, finding a job and 
then getting her to join him. “Enjoy 
both the hardships and the happiness 
together”, they said.

Music for the fun of it 

U.K. rockers Band of Skulls reboot to find right sound

It might seem like Band of 
Skulls, the latest U.K. rock 
group to make waves in 
North America, came out 
of nowhere — they played 
their first gig in 2008 — 
but this trio has actually 
been making music 
together for years. 

The group formed more 
than four and a half years 
ago, playing under the 
name Fleeing New York. 
And while they released 
some music and toured 
England, they could never 
catch a real break. 

“We always believed our 
work was good enough, but 
it was hard to get that 
chance,” says lead singer 
Russell Marsden. “But that 
was the band we used to be, 
we ended up making the 
band we were always going 
to be.” 

Becoming that band, 
however, didn’t happen 
over night. Marsden, drum¬

mer Matthew Hayward and 
bassist Emma Richardson 
had to redefine their sound, 
fire their manager and, basi¬ 
cally, start from scratch. 

That might seem silly, es¬ 
pecially since their previous 
outfit was starting to build a 
following, but Marsden says 
changing direction was lib¬ 
erating. 

“For a while we were just 
writing under no name,” he 
explains. “It just felt right 
and gave us a feeling of a 
new beginning, of freedom, 
of being able to do anything 


we wanted.” 

What Band of Skulls did 
was create Baby Darling 
Doll Face Honey, a sludgy 
blues rock album that 
sounds similar to The Dead 
Weather, or at least a new 
Jack White side project. 
“I’m not a devotee,” says 
Marsden about White, “but 
I love his rawness and I 
we’re probably into lots of 
the same bands.” 

The singer and guitarist 
explains that in making this 
record the group “simpli¬ 
fied things. We got back to

the reason we started play¬ 
ing music, for the fun of it.” 
And while the music 
sounds sparse — it’s mostly 
big riffs and bluesy vocals 
— they leave the right 
amount of space and mess 
around with their guitars 
just enough to make this 
much more than a White 
copycat. “We want a chal¬ 
lenge, so we write beyond 
our abilities and then try to 
get better.” 

Writing complex music 
isn’t the only reason why 
the threesome has finally 
made a name for them¬ 
selves — their chemistry is 
evident on their debut.

It’s strange to go to a 
new town where people 
know all about you.”

ost people 
have forgot¬ 
ten that the 
Beatles were 
latecomers 
to the compact disc. Apple 
Corps, the organization en¬ 
trusted with protecting the 
Beatles’ legacy, stubbornly 
stuck with issuing material 
on vinyl until discs started 
rolling out in 1987. 

But those original Beat¬ 
les CDs really weren’t any¬ 
thing special. They sound¬ 
ed fine — the analogue-to- 
digital transfer technology 
they used was the best of 
its day — but by later stan¬ 
dards, they sound harsh. 
The packaging and the lin¬ 
er notes were basic and 
dull, devoid of any history 
or context. Bonus tracks or 
alternate mixes? Sorry, just 
the standard 30 to 36 min¬ 
utes per disc. 


This, however, will all 
change on Wednesday 
when all the original U.K. 
albums along with Magical 
Mystery Tour and Past Mas¬ 
ters — not to mention the 
Beatles edition Rock Band 

— hits stores. 

A dedicated team at 
Abbey Road spent months 
using digital filters and 
other electronic tricks to 
clean up and tweak the 
original master tapes. The 
refurbished versions 
sparkle with a clarity un¬ 
heard in Beatles recordings 
until now. You hear things 

— snare buzzes, fingers 
moving on strings, growls 
in the voice — that had 
been submerged in the 
murk. 

The super hardcore fan 
will go for the box set 
which features the mono 
mixes (The Beatles came 
late to stereo, too, with the 
first ten albums recorded 
that way). But the stereo 
mixes are also brilliant, 
showing off George Mar¬ 
tin’s skill as a producer.
